B-36's Are Being 
Prepared To Use 
Bases In Arctic 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 


The far-flying- B-36 bombers are 
undergoing 
some 
changes, 
sug- 


gested by two years of cold wea- 
ther testing, to enable them to 
operate from frigid bases in the 
Arctic. 


From such fields, the reach of 


the 10,000-mile range intercontin- 
ental bomber could be extended 
deep down Into the Eurasian land 
mass. In this vastness Russia is 
reported to have tucked away at- 
omic and other war goods manu- 
facturing plants. 


Taken in conjunction "with an- 
other previously disclosed plan, 
this would give the United States 
air force a double-barreled wea- 
pon for warfare over the top of 
the world. 


An air force official, testifying 
last summer before a congression- 
al committee, mentioned that "a 
typical polar operation might In- 
volve aircraft 
taking off 
from 


United States alrbases, the stag- 
ing or topping off of these air- 
craft at a forward base in North- 
ern Canada,. Greenland, or even 
the polar Ice cap." 


Obviously involved In this plan- 


ning la the use of the aerial re- 
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shipments that went to Russia in 
lend-lease -planes. 


Jordan testified from notes he 


said he made in 1943 and 1944. 
One note said: "Panama Canal 
Commission maps." 
Jordan said 


there were a "couple of suitcases" 
of them. 
Jordan said he examined the suit- 
case sometime during the winter 
of 1943-44. 
The note signed "H. H." he said, 
was on White House stationery and 
he said he thinks it was addressed 
to a Mr. Mlkoyen whom he was told 
was "one or two or three of the 
most Important men in Russia." 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., was a major 
point at which the atomic bomb 
was developed. 
The head of the atomic project 
was Gen. Leslie Groves. 
At the time he was opening Rus- 
sian suitcases, Jordan said, he was 
stationed at an airfield at Great 
Falls, Mont., from which lend-lease 
planes were ferried to Russia by 
way of Alaska. 


Before putting Jordan on the 
stand, the committee got from its 
own senior investigator, Louis J. 
Russell, testimony that the group 
has evidence of three shipments of 
atomic materials to Russian 
in 
1643. 
. 


Russell said he had no Infor- 
mation that Hopkins was connected 
with them In any way. 


The information on three ship- 
ments of A-bomb materials 
was

A plan to augment Corslcana's 
water supply by drawing water 
from Chambers Creek and by rais- 
ing the level of spillway at Lake 
Halbert one foot will be consider- 
ed by the City Commissioners Tues- 
day. • 


The proposal, reached after much 


Investigation by Water Commission- 
er Edgar Rlttersbacher and City 
Engineer Fred V. Blucher, is plan- 
ned to increase the amount of wa- 
ter In the lake and to Increase the 
storage apace. 


The. city .engineer and the com- 
missioner said, "judging from the 
present price of pipe, the project 
will cost less than $50,000 and will 
give Corsicana insurance on ita, wa- 
ter supply." 


Both eight and 10 Inch pipe 
from the creek to the lake are be- 
ing considered The larger pipe 
would run the project Into more 
money. But it was explained that 
the, larger pipe will allow faster 
transportation of the water and 
will protect the system during 
high water and flood time. 
Using government . records, 
the 
men found Chambers Creek 
has 


an average yearly flow of 350.000 
acre feet of water. 
The recorda 
show tho flow haa been as high as

Evacuation of the new 
Chinese 


Nationalist capital at Chengtu, 170 
miles northwest of Red occupied 
Chungking, apparently began to- 
day. 
A special dispatch to the news- 


paper Sing Tao Man Po said gov- 
ernment officials assembled at the 
Chengtu airport at 2 a. m. (Cheng- 
tu time) for air transport to For- 
mosa, Island fortress 100 miles off 
the South Central Chnia coaat. 
Planes belonging to retired U. 


S. Maj. Gen. Claire Chenault have 
been chartered by the National- 
ist government for the airlift, the 
report said. 
Communist troops of Gen. Liu 
Po-cheng rolled on toward Cheng- 
tu after 'taking Chungking, the 
provisional capital only last Wed- 
nesday. Chengtu became the Na- 
tionalist capital, then. 


Reports to Sing Tao Man Po aald 


the Reda were making good prog- 
ress toward Chengtu, which lies 
in a basin a few miles from the 
Slkang province ', jrder.

ment. 


Government economists and some 
private experts i port the revival 
of an "inflationary potential," They 
base the report mainly on heavy 
ln-the-red spending by the govern- 
ment and on the new round of 
wage and pension increases.

In reporting the rates of 


Income and spending for the 
third quarter of this year 
the Federal Reserve Board 
observed that a continued 
high level of consumer in- 
come and willingness to 
spend it have helped to 
cushion the efffects of the 
small recession which occur- 
red in the first part of the 
year. 


The willingness to spend 


income is a factor which 
seems to be overlooked in a 
great deal of the 
debate 


about 
how high income 


should be. Most people who 
want more income do not 
want it for hoarding but for 
spending. When personal 
incomes are increased, the 
general dollar level of the 
economy is raised. This gen- 
eral willingness to spend in- 
come also means that a rise 
in dollar income does not 
mean much unless there is a 
corresponding rise in 
pro- 


ductive output. It is of small 
help to have fatter pay en 
velopes unless there are 
more goods available. 


The Federal R e s e r v e 


•Board report also pointed 
out that'' people now are 
spending a larger portion of 
their net incomes than pre- 
viously. This means that the 
relation is closer than .be- 
fore between the level of in- 
come and the level of,busi- 
ness, and between the real 
value of wages and 
the 


amount of production they 
represent. These are useful 
points to keapjp nimd.

France has made a lasting 
gain, and Germany has suf- 
fered a serious loss. Will 
Germans learn from this? 


VERDICT ON MOTHERS 


Many prominent women 


who have successfully com- 
bined motherhood with oth- 
er careers have risen to the 
d e f e n s e of the American 
mother who is quietly doing 
a good job while the lime- 
light is occupied by spectac- 
ular .examples of failures 
in parenthood. 


Dr» Lester Warren Sontag 


of Antioch College precipi- 
tated'the dispute when he 
said that in his opinion Am- 
erican women made poor 
mothers. His statement was 
supported to some extent by 
Ferdinand Lundberg, co-au- 
thor of "Modern 
Woman: 


The Lost Sex," who, how- 
ever, qualified his statement 
by saying that about a third 
of American mothers 
are 


falling down on their jobs. 
The resulting publicity, said 
Lundberg, obscured the fact 
that the larger proportion of 
women in this country are 
performing 
satisfactorily. 


Both agreed that modern 
conflicting theories about 
child-raising .cause 
confus- 


ion and conflict in the minds 
of conscientious women. 
It is only the woman who 


is exceptional, emotionality 
and intellectually, who has 
the flexibility to adapt her- 
self to the diametrically op- 
posed careers, but that such 
women exists is an obvious 
fact. They form a thin top 
layer of-the two-thirds of 
American mothers who are 
successful' in their chosen 
role-of wifehood and moth- 
erhood, devoting to it all 
their time and energy. The 
mothers who make the head- 
lines as failures seldom do 
so because-of-any construc- 
tive outside interest, but 
usually as a result of mental 
or emotional imbalance, or 
plain lack of training eith- 
er in housewifery or self- 
control.

There 
were 
once two 


brothers. One became gov- 
ernor of New York, the oth- 
er a professor who jvas in 
ill healthh for the past 12 
years of his' life.

In the opinion of many ob- 
servers he was better even 
than his predecessor, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Yet Gover- 
nor Odell has largely passed 
into oblivion.

This comes from his monu- 
mental "Annals of the New 
York Stage."

CHANGE IN BRITAIN 
One. more step toward 


popular control of govern- 
ment has been taken in Great 
Britain. The House of Com- 
mons has passed, over Tory 
opposition, the Labor Party 
bill to cut the suspensory 
veto of the House of Lords 
from two years to one. The 
Lords-hav ' jen able, if tiny 
wished, to hold up House of 
Commons bills for two years, 
though they cannot perma- 
nently .defeat them. With the 
time down to one year, it 
will take less time to get 
through bitterly 
contested 
changes. 


The new constitution rule 


was foreshadowed 
half a 


century ago, Then the House 
of Lords was openly 
a 


branch of the Tory party, 
defeating Liberal legislation 
vhenever the Tory leaders 
gave the word, while ap- 
proving Tory laws, bo mat- 
ter what »tftrtling changes 


they proposed. Arthur Bal- 
four, the Tory-leader of the 
time openly and shamelessly 
boasted, "Thanks to the 
Lords, the Tory party will 
remain in control, no mat- 
ter how elections may go." 


As happens with 
many 


unfair practices, the Tories 
went too far. 
When they 


ventured to throw out the 
year's financial budget, they 
provoked reprisals; and af- 
ter a savage battle, involving 
two general elections, 
the 


absolute veto of the House 
of Lords was abolished ip 
August, 1911. The two-year 
suspensory power was sub- 
stituted. It is this power to 
delay which Labor is now 
reducing to one year. 


A second chamber has its 


points in 
providing 
for 


greater deliberation. It has 
much more value, however, 
if •popularly chosen, like our 
Senate, than if it is the prod- 
uct of inheritance like their 
House of Lords. 


SAFETY BELT 


The only survivors of the 


tragic crash in Norway of a 
plane carrying refugee chil- 
dren was a boy whose safety 
belt happened to be fasten- 
ed at the time of the acci- 
dent. Others on the plane, 
the boy said, did not have 
their belts fastened. 


Safety belts and all man- 


ner of other safety devices 
were intended to prevent in- 
juries and save lives, but 
they can do so only if they 
are used. The next time one 
is tempted to dispense with 
some safety device, in order 
to be free of the slight incon- 
venience it may cause, it 
might well to remembered 
the boy who is alive today, 
somewhere in Europe, be- 
cause of a safety belt. 


THE ITALIAN 
COLONIES 


A United Nations action 


disposes of two former Ital- 
ian colonies (in Africa and 
sets up a commission, to de- 
cide what should be done 
with the third, Eritrea. With 
one part of the action there 
will be general agreement; 
this is the part providing for 
the establishment of Libya 
as a sovereign nation, as 
quickly as the practical ma- 
chinery of independent gov- 
ernment can be set up.

ing a ten year

aly with the provision that 
this colony .is to be prepared 
for independence at. the end 
of the i ten years. There has- 
been bitter opposition to this 
plan because it restores to 
Italy, which little deserves 
it, a foothold in 
Af r i c a, 


But the plan may also be re- 
garded as giving to ftaly a 
chance to finish, by maki.ij? 
Italian Somaliland a real 
state, 
what 
was 
begun 


peaceably enough late in 
the last century with the in- 
auguration of Italian super- 
vision and colonization on 
the basis " of treaties a,nd 
lease agreement. 
'It is a 


chance for the Italians to 
perform a service for'a for- 
mer subject people, and .to 
earn for themselves a right- 


!ul place among the mak- 
jrs of a peaceful and just 
world. 


There is another point 


ibout the Italian colony ac- 
;ion which deserves 
note. 


This action was not a recom- 
nendation or a proposition; 
t was the first binding world 
action ever taken 
by the 


United Nations. The 
fuli 


power to decide the future 
of these colonies was hand- 
ed over to the United Na- 
;ions by the Four Allies, who 
wer. unable to agree among 
:hemselves on the matter. 
This is a significant 
prece- 


dent for the settlement of 
"uture international 
prob- 


ems which the nations im- 
mediately 
involved 
find 


themselves unbale to solve.

County Is Allotted 
139,452 Acres For 
Cotton Next Year 


A 139,452-acre cotton 
allotment 


for Navarro county In 1950 has 
been set by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, It was announced 
Saturday. 


Compared to this year's 170,000 
acres, the allotment amounts to 
an 18 per cent slash. And if farm- 
ers participate fully In the USDA 
program, the county's 1960 cotton 
production will be approximately 
9,000 bales or more less than this 
year's 60,000-bale crop. 


The cotton acreage allotment, 
released Saturday by Bob Cheque, 
secretary of the local Agricultural 
Conservation Asoclatlon, Includes 
134,731 acres for apportionment to 
Individual farmers; 
and the re- 
mainder will be held in "reserve" 
for adjustments and ' allotments to 
"new" farmers, Cllcque announced. 


Success of the allotment plan 


depends on the nation-wide re- 
ferendum December IB, when for- 
mers will decide whether or not 
to have cotton marketing quota*. 
If the election carries, farmers 


will be assured of 90 per cent par- 
ity provided they plant 
within 


their acreage allotments. Failure 
to plant within their allotments 
will make them Ineligible for the 
support price and subject them to 
penalties.

Corsicanans who remember the 


family of the late Rev. W. H. Mat- 
thews, presiding elder of Corslcana 
District of the Methodist church, 
read with Interest the recent ar- 
ticle by Edith Alderman Deen of 
the Fort Worth Press concerning 
the Denton home of Mrs. F. W. 
Maxwell, the former Louise Mat- 
thews of this city. It will be re- 
membered that Louise was one of 
the most popular girls in Corsi- 
cana High school during her par- 
ents' residence here. It will also 
be remembered that she is a sis- 
ter of Mrs. Warren D. Ambrose 
of Fort Worth, the former Eliz- 
abeth Matthews. 


Concerning Mrs. Maxwell's home, 


which has been built around fur- 
nishings she brought from abroad, 
and the pleasure she has had in 
finding Texas homes 
for more 


than 100 Displaced Persons, Mrs. 
Deen revealed many interesting 
facts. 


"Her two-story stucco and brick 


house on one of Denton's highest 
hills has become a mecca for vis- 
itors from everywhere. Many go 
from Fort Worth, where Colonel 
and Mrs. Maxwell lived before the 
war. He was in charge of ROTC's 
in the high schools, but now he Is 
stationed at Love Field, Dallas, 
and commutes each day to Den- 
ton. 


"All guests who enter the Max- 


well home—they first climb native 
stone steps and pass through an 
oak tree shaded yard—are charm- 
ed by its Interior. 


Center of Interest 


"The center of interest is the 
Bluthner • concert grand of ebony, 
every stririg of which has an ex- 
tra string that catches the vibra- 
tion. Here, daughter 
Sally, 
stu- 


dent at North Texas State Col- 
lege, practices h«» voice and piano 
lessons from six to eight hours a 
day. 


Mrs. Maxwell bought the piano in 
Germany. After the war, when 
Colonel Mexwell was in charge of 
rehabilitation centers, she set up 
housekeeping In both 
Frankfurt 
and Wurtzburg. 


"In France she bought a con- 
certino, (an accordion) 
for 
her 


youngest daughter, Mary, senior in 
Denton High. 
There is a third 


daughter, Mrs. Herbert McCorkle, 
who also Is in Denton, and another 
daughter, Mrs, Lorin Watson who 
lives In Fort Worth. 
The 
two 
younger girls were with their par- 
ents when they lived In Germany. 


"The homes of the two married 
daughters, Mesdames Watson and 
McCorkle, 
have many beautiful 


pieces of china, which their par- 
ents brought back to them, In fact, 
all four girls have complete sets 
of Rosenthal china. 
"And the Maxwell home itself 


has a rare collection of Meissen. 
One of the finest sets of Diaper 
red Meissen, many decades old, 
was given to Colonel Maxwell by

Germany immediately after 
the war. 
Colonel Maxwell was 


there to prepare for the' occupa- 
tion by Eisenhower, and was also

"A 
beautiful 
coffee 
service, 


which Mrs. Maxwell has In her 
dining cabinet along with Swed- 
ish, Bohemian, 'French and Ger- 
man glassware and china, was a 
gift to Colonel Maxwell from one 
of his German staffs. 
"Many of their furnishings were 


gifts. Others were purchased by 
Mrs. Maxwell in European barter 
markets, into which many treas- 
ures poured after the war. She 
has many lavely pictures, some 
rare and some very old, some 
painted on glass, some painted on 
tile, and one extremely large one 
of a high peak in the Alps, which 
Sally herself climbed when she 
was there. 


"The family's prized possession 
is a clock and vase set of clois- 
onne and green, red flecked mar- 
ble, the same marble as that In 
Napoleon's tomb. They have Meis- 
sen from several centuries. They 
know because they have a rare 
book, 'History of Meissen Porce- 
lain from 1710 to 1910' and many 
of their .pieces are pictured in it
